As an alternative and subject to your approval , I »ill 
instruct the Chief.. of Foreign Intelligence to develop a jxrocodure, in 
conjunction with the CaA Security Officer* v.hich trill insure that naxiauii 
precautions &ro taken in the release of such infor-aation in InoJLyl d ual 
eases. liach' ca^e'vdll be considered jointly by the CIA Security Cf fie or 
and Staff C of the Office of Foreign Intelligence. 
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
